Granting  the  consent  and  approval  of  Congress  to  an  interstate 

forest  fire  protection  compact. 

1  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  That  the  consent  and  approval  of  Congress  is  hereby  given 

4  to  any  two  or  more  of  the  States  of  Arkansas,  Louisiana, 

5  Mississippi,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas  to  enter  into  the  following 

6  compact  relating  to  the  prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires 

7  in  the  South  Central  region  of  the  United  States. 

8  The  compact  reads  as  follows:

2  Compact 

3  “aeticle  I 

4  “The  purpose  of  this  compact  is  to  promote  effective 

5  prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  m  the  South  Central 

6  region  of  the  United  States  by  the  development  of  integrated 

7  forest  fire  plans,  by  the  maintenance  of  adequate  forest  fire 

8  fighting  services  by  the  member  states,  by  providing  for 

9  mutual  aid  in  fighting  forest  fires  among  the  compacting  states 

10  of  the  region  and  with  states  which  are  party  to  other 

11  Regional  Porest  Eire  Protection  compacts  or  agreements,  and 

12  for  more  adequate  forest  development. 

13  “aeticle  it 

14  “This  compact  shall  become  operative  immediately  as  to 

15  those  states  ratifying  it  whenever  any  two  or  more  of  the 

16  States  of  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Oklahoma,  and 

17  Texas  which  are  contiguous  have  ratified  it  and  Congress 

18  has  given  consent  thereto.  Any  state  not  mentioned  in  this 

19  _ article  which  is  contiguous  with  any  member  state  may  be- 

20  come  a  party  to  this  compact,  subject  to  approval  by  the 

21  legislature  of  each  of  the  member  states. 

22  “article  III 

23  “In  each  state,  the  state  forester  or  officer  holding  the 

24  equivalent  position  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  control 

25  shall  act  as  compact  administrator  for  that  state  and  shall 
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consult  with  like  officials  of  the  other  member  states  and  shall 
implement  cooperation  between  such  states  in  forest  fire  pre¬ 
vention  and  control. 

‘‘The  compact  administrators  of  the  member  states  shall 
organize  to  coordinate  the  services  of  the  member  states  and 
provide  administrative  integration  in  carrying  out  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  this  compact. 

“There  shall  be  established  an  advisory  committee  of 
legislators,  forestry  commission  representatives,  and  forestry 
or  forest  products  industries  representatives  which  shall  meet 
from  time  to  time  with  the  compact  administrators.  Each 
member  state  shall  name  one  member  of  the  Senate  and 
one  member  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  and  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  each  member  state  shall  appoint  one  representaf- 
tive  who  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  state  forestry  com-- 
mission  or  comparable  official  and  one  representative  who 
shall  be  associated  with  forestry  or  forest  products  indus-' 
tries  to  comprise  the  membership  of  the  advisory  committee: 
Action  shall  he  taken  by  a  majority  of  the  compacting  states, 
and  each  state  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

“The  compact  administrators  shall  formulate  and,  in’ 
accordance  with  need,  from  time  to  time,  revise  a  regional 
forest  fire  plan  for  the  member  states. 

“It  shall  he  the  duty  of  each  member  state  to  formulate 
and  put  in  effect  a  forest  fire  plan  for  that  state  and  take

such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  integrate  such  forest 
fire  plan  with  the  regional  forest  fire  plan  formulated  by 
the  compact  administrators. 

“article  IV 

“Whenever  the  state  forest  fire  control  agency  of  a  mem¬ 
ber  state  requests  aid  from  the  state  forest  fire  control  agency 
of  any  other  member  state  in  combating,  controlling  or  pre¬ 
venting  forest  fires,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  forest 
lire  control  agency  of  that  state  to  render  all  possible  aid 
to  the  requesting  agency  which  is  consonant  with  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  protection  at  home. 

“article  V 

“Whenever  the  forces  of  any  member  state  are  render¬ 
ing  outside  aid  pursuant  to  the  request  of  another  member 
state  under  this  compact,  the  employees  of  such  state  shall, 
under  the  direction  of  the  officers  of  the  state  to  which  they 
are  rendering  aid,  have  the  same  powers  (except  the  power 
of  arrest) ,  duties,  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  as  com¬ 
parable  employees  of  the  state  to  which  they  are  rendering 
aid. 

“No  member  state  or  its  officers  or* employees  render¬ 
ing  outside  aid  pursuant  to  this  compact  shall  be  liable  on 
account  of  any  act  or  omission  on  the  part  of  such  forces 
while  so  engaged,  or  on  account  of  the  maintenance  or  use 
of  any  ecpiipment  or  supplies  in  connection  therewith:  pro- 
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vided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  he  construed  as  relieving 
any  person  from  liability  for  his  own  negligent  act  or  omis¬ 
sion,  or  as  imposing  liability  for  such  negligent  act  or  omis¬ 
sion  upon  any  state. 

^^411  liability,  except  as  otherwise  provided  hereinafter, 
that  may  arise  either  under  the  laws  of  the  requesting  state 
or  under  the  laws  of  the  aiding  state  or  under  the  laws  of  a 
third  state  on  account  of  or  in  connection  with  a  request 
for  aid,  shall  be  assumed  and  borne  by  the  requesting  state. 

‘‘Any  member  state  rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to 
this  compact  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  member  state  re¬ 
ceiving  such  aid  for  any  loss  or  damage  to,  or  expense  in¬ 
curred  in  the  operation  of  any  equipment  answering  a 
request  for  aid,  and  for  the  cost  of  all  materials,  transporta¬ 
tion,  wages,  salaries,  and  maintenance  of  employees  and 
equipment  incurred  in  connection  with  such  request:  Pro¬ 
vided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  any  as¬ 
sisting  member  state  from  assuming  such  loss,  damage,  ex¬ 
pense  or  other  cost  or  from  loaning  such  equipment  or  from 
donating  such  service  to  the  receiving  member  state  without 
charge  or  cost. 

“Each  member  state  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of 
compensation  and  death  benefits  to  injured  employees  and 
the  representatives  of  deceased  employees  in  case  employees 
sustain  injuries  or  are  killed  while  rendering  outside  aid

same  terms  as  if  the  injury  or  death  were  sustained  within 
such  state. 

‘Tor  the  purposes  of  this  compact  the  term  employee 
shall  include  any  volunteer  or  auxiliary  legally  included 
within  the  forest  fire  fighting  forces  of  the  aiding  state  under 
the  laws  thereof. 

“The  compact  administrators  shall  formulate  procedures 
for  claims  and  reimbursement  under  the  provisions  of  this 
article,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  member  states. 

‘hVRTICLE  VI 

“Eatification  of  this  compact  shall  not  be  construed  to 
affect  any  existing  statute  so  as  to  authorize  or  permit  cur¬ 
tailment  or  diminution  of  the  forest  fire  fighting  forces,  equip¬ 
ment,  services  or  facilities  of  any  member  state. 

“Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  be  construed  to  limit  or 
restrict  the  powers  of  any  state  ratifying  the  same  to  provide 
for  the  prevention,  control  and  extinguishment  of  forest 
fires,  or  to  prohibit  the  enactment  or  enforcement  of  state 
laws,  rules  or  regulations  intended  to  aid  in  such  preven¬ 
tion,  control  and  extinguishment  in  such  state. 

“Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  be  construed  to  affect 
any  existing  or  future  cooperative  relationship  or  arrange- 
iment  between  the  United  States  Forest  Service  and  a 
member  state  or  states. 
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1  “aETICLE  Yll 

2  “The  compact  administrators  may  request  the  United 

3  States  Forest  Service  to  act  as  the  primary  research  and 

4  coordinating  agency  of  the  South  Central  Interstate  Forest 

5  Fire  Protection  Compact  in  cooperation  with  the  appropri- 

6  ate  agencies  in  each  state,  and  the  United  States  Forest 

7  Service  may  accept  the  initial  responsibility  in  preparing  and 

8  presenting  to  the  compact  administrators  its  recommenda- 

9  tions  with  respect  to  the  regional  fire  plan.  Eepresentatives 

10  of  the  United  States  Forest  Service  may  attend  meetings  of 

11  the  compact  administrators. 

12  “aeticle  vni 

13  “The  provisions  of  Articles  IV  and  V  of  this  compact 

14  which  relate  to  mutual  aid  in  combating,  controhing  or 

15  preventing  forest  fires  shall  be  operative  as  between  any 

16  state  party  to  this  compact  and  any  other  state  which  is 

17  party  to  a  regional  forest  fire  protection  compact  in  another 

18  region:  Provided,  that  the  legislature  of  such  other  state 

19  shall  have  given  its  assent  to  such  mutual  aid  provisions  of 

20  this  compact. 

21  “aeticle  IX 

22  “This  compact  shall  continue  in  force  and  remain  bind- 

23  ing  on  each  state  ratifying  it  until  the  legislature  or  the 

24  Governor  of  such  state  takes  action  to  withdraw  therefrom.

REPORT 


[To  accompany  H.  R.  6393] 


The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  6393)  granting  the  consent  and  approval  of  Congress  to  an 
interstate  forest  fire  protection  compact,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  favorably  thereon  without  amendment  and  recommend  that 
the  bill  do  pass. 

This  hill  would  grant  the  approval  of  the  Congress  to  a  compact 
by  five  South  Central  States  for  a  cooperative  program  in  preventing 
and  suppressing  forest  fires.  The  compact  follows  the  general  pattern 
of  the  northeastern  interstate  forest  fire  protection  compact,  which 
the  Congress  approved  in  1949. 

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  recommending  ap¬ 
proval  of  this  bill  is  attached  hereto  as  a  part  of  this  report.

Dear  CongressiMan  Hope:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  recpie.st  of  May  28,  1954, 
for  a  report  on  H.  R.  6393,  a  hill  granting  the  consent  and  approval  of  Congress 
to  an  interstate  forest-fire-protection  compact. 

This  bill  would  grant  approval  of  Congress  to  a  compact  by  certain  States  in 
the  south-central  region  of  the  United  States  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  cooper¬ 
ation  in  preventing  and  suppressing  forest  fires.  It  would  provide  for  individual 
State  fire  plans  and  an  integrated  regional  fire  plan.  Compact  administrators, 
one  from  each  Slate,  would  guide  the  compact  with  the  assistance  of  an  advisory 
committee  repre.senting  legislators,  forestry  commissions,  and  forest  industry. 
A  State  requesting  aid  would  be  required  to  assume  costs  for  States  rendering 
aid.  The  bill  would  provide  that  the  compact  shall  not  affect  any  existing  or 
future  cooperative  relationship  or  arrangement  betv'een  the  Forest  Service  of 
this  Department  and  a  member  State  or  States. 
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The  compact  would  become  operative  as  soon  as  Congress  gives  its  consent 
and  is  ajjproved  by  the  President,  inasmuch  as  two  contiguous  States,  Arkansas 
and  Oklahoma,  ratified  and  approved  the  compact  on  March  28,  1953,  and  Ai)ril 
1,  1953,  respectively. 

H.  R.  6393  follows  the  general  pattern  of  the  northeastern  interstate  forest-fire- 
protection  compact,  enacted  in  1949  (63  Stat.  271)  and  the  proposed  southeastern 
compact  before  your  committee  in  the  form  of  S.  2786  and  H.  R.  9345. 

The  enactment  of  the  bill  would  not  affect  the  programs  of  this  Department. 
Neither  would  it  obligate  the  Department  unless  it  accepted  responsibilities  under 
article  VII.  That  article  states  that  the  compact  administrators  may  request 
the  Forest  Service  to  act  as  the  primary  research  and  coordinating  agency  of  the 
compact  and  authorizes  the  Forest  Service  to  present  to  the  compact  adminis¬ 
trators  its  recommendations  with  respect  to  the  regional  fire  plan.  This  Depart¬ 
ment  could  accept  the  research  and  coordinating  responsibilities  under  existing 
authority  and  without  additional  direct  Federal  expenditures. 

The  severe  drought  of  1952  and  1953  in  the  south  central  region  of  the  United 
States  indicated  a  need  beyond  the  capacity  of  a  single  State  when  a  forest-fire 
disaster  strikes.  This  is  a  principal  rea.son  whv  the  compact  was  pro[)osed  and 
ratified  under  emergency  conditions  by  the  States  of  Arkan.sas  and  Oklahoma. 

Aside  from  the  danger  to  loss  of  life  and  property,  protection  of  the  timber 
resource  from  fires  is  important  to  the  economic  and  industrial  stability  of  the 
south  central  region.  The  five  States  comj)rising  the  proposed  compact  area — 
Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas — contain  more  than  50 
billion  cubic  feet  of  standing  timber,  or  11  percent  of  the  standing  timber  in  the 
United  States. 

The  area  produces  about  20  {jercent  of  the  Nation’s  puli)wood  and  about 
one-tenth  of  its  lumber. 

This  Department  believes  that  the  interstate  compact  propo.sed  in  II.  R.  6393 
would  be  helpful  in  attaining  greater  protection  against  forest  fires  in  the  member 
States  and,  therefore,  recomnrends  enactment  of  the  bill. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  from  the  .standpoint  of  the  program  of 
the  President  there  is  no  objection  to  the  submission  of  this  report.

Granting  tlie  consent  and  approval  of  Congress  to  an  interstate 

forest  fire  protection  compact. 

1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  That  the  consent  and  approval  of  Congress  is  hereby  given 

4  to  any  two  or  more  of  the  States  of  Arkansas,  Louisiana, 

5  Mississippi,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas  to  enter  into  the  following 

6  compact  relating  to  the  prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires

8  The  compact  reads  as  follows : 
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“South  Cextkal  Interstate  Forest  Fire  Protection 

Compact 
“article  I 

“The  i)urp()se  of  this  compact  is  to  promote  effective 
l)reventioii  and  control  of  forest  fires  in  the  South  Central 
region  of  the  United  States  hy  the  development  of  integrated 
forest  fire  })lans,  hy  the  maintenance  of  adequate  forest  fire 
fighting  services  hy  the  inemher  states,  lyv  providing  for 
mutual  aid  in  fighting  forest  fires  among  the  compacting 
states  of  the  region  and  with  states  which  are  party  to  other 
Pegional  Forest  Fire  Protection  compacts  or  agreements, 
and  for  more  adecpiate  forest  development. 

“article  II 

“This  compact  shall  hecome  operative  immediately  as  to 
those  states  ratifying  it  whenever  any  two  or  more  of  the 
States  of  xVrkansas,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Oklahoma,  and 
Texas  which  are  contiguous  have  ratified  it  and  Congress 
has  given  consent  thereto.  Any  state  not  mentioned  in  this 
article  which  is  contiguous  with  any  meml)er  state  may  be¬ 
come  a  ])arty  to  this  compact,  subject  to  approval  hy  the 
legislature  of  each  of  the  inemher  states.

‘‘The  compact  administrators  of  the  member  states  shall 
organize  to  coordinate  the  services  of  the  member  states  and 
provide  administrative  integration  in  carrying  out  the  pur- 
l)oses  of  this  compact. 

“Tliere  shall  ))e  established  an  advisory  committee  of 
legislators,  forestiy  commission  representatives,  and  forestry 
or  forest  products  industries  representatives  which  shall  meet 
from  time  to  time  with  the  compact  administrators.  Each 
member  state  shall  name  one  member  of  the  Senate  and 
one  member  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  and  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  each  member  state  shall  appoint  one  representa¬ 
tive  who  shall  1)6  the  chairman  of  the  state  forestry  com¬ 
mission  or  compara])lc  official  and  one  representative  who 
shall  be  associated  with  forestry  or  forest  products  indus¬ 
tries  to  comprise  the  membership  of  the  advisory  committee.

“No  member  state  or  its  officers  or  employees  render¬ 
ing  outside  aid  pursuant  to  this  compact  shall  be  liable  on 
account  of  any  act  or  omission  on  the  part  of  such  forces 
while  so  engaged,  or  on  account  of  the  maintenance  or  use 
of  any  equipment  or  supplies  in  connection  therewith:  pro- 
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vided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  relieving 
any  person  from  liability  for  his  own  negligent  act  or  omis¬ 
sion,  or  as  imposing  liability  for  such  negligent  act  or  omis¬ 
sion  upon  any  state. 

“All  liability,  except  as  otherwise  provided  hereinafter, 
that  may  arise  either  under  the  laws  of  the  requesting  state 
or  under  the  laws  of  the  aiding  state  or  under  the  laws  of  a 
third  state  on  account  of  or  in  connection  with  a  request 
for  aid,  shall  he  assumed  and  borne  by  the  requesting  state. 

“Any  member  state  rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to 
this  compact  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  member  state  re¬ 
ceiving  such  aid  for  any  loss  or  damage  to,  or  expense  in- 
cuiTed  in  the  operation  of  any  equipment  answering  a 
request  for  aid,  and  for  the  cost  of  all  materials,  transporta¬ 
tion,  wages,  salaries,  and  maintenance  of  employees  and 
equipment  incurred  in  connection  with  such  request:  Pro¬ 
vided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  any  as¬ 
sisting  member  state  from  assuming  such  loss,  damage,  ex¬ 
pense  or  other  cost  or  from  loaning  such  equipment  or  from 
donating  such  service  to  the  receiving  member  state  without 
charge  or  cost. 

“Each  member  state  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of 
compensation  and  death  benefits  to  injured  employees  and 
the  representatives  of  deceased  employees  in  case  employees 
sustain  injuries  or  are  killed  while  rendering  outside  aid 
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pursuant  to  this  compact,  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the 
same  terms  as  if  the  injury  or  death  were  sustained  within 
such  state. 

‘Tor  the  purposes  of  this  compact  the  term  employee 
shall  include  any  volunteer  or  auxiliary  legally  included 
within  the  forest  fire  fighting  forces  of  the  aiding  state  under 
the  laws  thereof. 

“The  compact  administrators  shall  formulate  procedures 
for  claims  and  reimbursement  under  the  ])rovisions  of  this 
article,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  member  states.

“Ratification  of  this  compact  shall  not  be  construed  to 
affect  any  existing  statute  so  as  to  authorize  or  permit  cur¬ 
tailment  or  diminution  of  the  forest  fire  fighting  forces,  ecpiip- 
ment,  services  or  facilities  of  any  member  state. 

“Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  be  construed  to  limit  or 
I’estrict  the  powers  of  any  state  ratifying  the  same  to  provide 
for  the  prevention,  control  and  extinguishment  of  forest 
fires,  or  to  prohibit  the  enactment  or  enforcement  of  state 
laws,  rules  or  regulations  intended  to  aid  in  such  preven¬ 
tion,  control  and  extinguishment  in  such  state.

SOUTH  CENTRAL  INTERSTATE 
FOREST  FIRE  PROTECTION 
COMPACT 

The  Clerk  called  the  bill  (H.  R.  6393) 
granting  the  consent  and  approval  of 
Congress  to  an  interstate  forest  fire  pro¬ 
tection  compact. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Clerk 
read  the  bill,  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  T?hat  the  consent  and 
approval  of  Congress  is  hereby  given  to  any 
two  or  more  of  the  States  of  Arkansas, 
Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas 
to  enter  into  the  following  compact  relating 
to  the  prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires 
In  the  south  central  region  of  the  United 
States. 

The  compact  reads  as  follows: 

“SOUTH  CENTBAL  INTERSTATE  FOREST  FIRE 
PROTECTION  COMPACT 

"Article  I 

“The  purpose  of  this  compact  is  to  pro¬ 
mote  effective  prevention  and  control  of 
forest  fires  in  the  south  central  region  of 
the  United  States  by  the  development  of 
integrated  forest  fire  plans,  by  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  adequate  forest  fire  fighting  services 
by  the  member  States,  by  providing  for  mu¬ 
tual  aid  in  fighting  forest  fires  among  the 
compacting  States  of  the  region  and  with 
States  which  are  party  to  other  regional 
forest  fire  protection  compacts  or  agreements, 
and  for  more  adequate  forest  development. 

"Article  II 

“This  compact  shall  become  operative  im¬ 
mediately  as  to  those  States  ratifying  it 
whenever  any  two  or  more  of  the  States  of 
Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Oklahoma, 
and  Texas  which  are  contiguous  have  rati¬ 
fied  it  and  Congress  has  given  consent  there¬ 
to.  Any  State  not  mentioned  in  this  article 
which  is  contiguous  with  any  member  State 
may  become  a  party  to  this  compact,  subject 
to  approval  by  the  legislature  of  each  of  the 
member  States. 

"Article  III 

“In  each  State,  the  State  forester  or  officer 
holding  the  equivalent  position  who  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  forest  fire  control  shall  act  as 
compact  administrator  for  that  State  and 
shall  consult  with  like  officials  of  the  other 
member  States  and  shall  implement  co¬ 
operation  between  such  States  in  forest  fire 
prevention  and  control. 

“The  compact  administrators  of  the  mem¬ 
ber  States  shall  organize  to  coordinate  the 
services  of  the  member  States  and  provide 
administrative  integration  in  carrying  out 
the  purposes  of  this  compact. 

“There  shall  be  established  an  advisory 
committee  of  legislators,  forestry  commission 
representatives,  and  forestry  or  forest  prod¬ 
ucts  Industries  representatives  which  shall 
meet  from  time  to  time  with  the  compact  ad¬ 
ministrators.  Each  member  State  shall 
name  one  Member  of  the  Senate  and  one 
Member  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
the  Governor  of  each  member  State  shall 
appoint  one  representative  who  shall  be  the 
chairman  of  the  State  forestry  commission 
or  comparable  official  and  one  representative 
who  shall  be  associated  with  forestry  or 
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forest  products  industries  to  comprise  the 
membership  of  the  advisory  committee. 
Action  shall  be  taken  by  a  majority  of  the 
compacting  States,  and  each  State  shaU  be 
entitled  to  one  vote. 

“The  compact  administrators  shall  formu¬ 
late  and.  In  accordance  with  need,  from  time 
to  time,  revise  a  regional  forest  fire  plan 
for  the  member  States. 

“It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member 
State  to  formulate  and  put  In  effect  a  forest 
fire  plan  for  that  State  and  take  such  meas¬ 
ures  as  may  be  necessary  to  Integrate  such 
forest  fire  plan  with  the  regional  forest 
fire  plan  formulated  by  the  compact  admin¬ 
istrators. 


“Article  IV 


“Whenever  the  State  forest  fire  control 
agency  of  a  member  State  requests  aid  from 
the  State  forest  fire  control  agency  of  any 
other  member  State  In  combating,  control¬ 
ling,  or  preventing  forest  fires,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  State  forest  fire  control  agency  of 
that  State  to  render  all  possible  aid  to  the 
requesting  agency  which  is  consonant  with 
the  maintenance  of  protection  at  home. 

“Article  V 


“Whenever  the  forces  of  any  member  State 
are  rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to  the 
request  of  another  member  State  under  this 
compact,  the  employees  of  such  State  shall, 
under  the  direction  of  the  officers  of  the 
State  to  which  they  are  rendering  aid,  have 
the  same  powers  (except  the  power  of  arrest) , 
duties,  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  as 
comparable  employees  of  the  State  to  which 
they  are  rendering  aid.  ' 

“No  member  State  or  its  officers  or  em¬ 
ployees  rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to 
this  compact  shall  be  liable  on  account  of 
any  act  or  omission  on  the  part  of  such  forces 
while  so  engaged,  or  on  account  of  the  main¬ 
tenance  or  use  of  any  equipment  or  supplies 
in  connection  therewith;  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  reliev¬ 
ing  any  person  from  liability  for  his  own 
negligent  act  or  omission,  or  as  imposing 
liability  for  such  negligent  act  or  omission 
upon  any  State. 

“All  liability,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
hereinafter,  that  may  arise  either  under 
the  laws  of  the  requesting  State  or  under 
the  laws  of  the  aiding  state  or  under  the 
the  laws  of  a  third  State  on  account  of  or  in 
connection  with  a  request  for  aid,  shall  be 
assumed  and  borne  by  the  requesting  State. 

“Any  member  State  rendering  outside  aid 
pursuant  to  this  compact  shall  be  reim¬ 
bursed  by  the  member  State  receiving  such 
aid  for  any  loss  or  damage  to,  or  expense 
incurred  in  the  operation  of  any  equipment 
answering  a  request  for  aid,  and  for  the 
cost  of  all  materials,  transportation,  wages, 
salaries,  and  maintenance  of  employees  and 
equipment  incurred  in  connection  with  such| 
request:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  con-j 
tained  shall  prevent  any  assisting  member! 
State  from  assuming  such  loss,  damage,  ex¬ 
pense,  or  other  cost  or  from  loaning  such 
equipment  or  from  donating  such  service 
to  the  receiving  member  State  without 
charge  or  cost. 

“Each  member  State  shall  provide  for 
the  payment  of  compensation  and  death 
benefits  to  injured  employees  and  the  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  deceased  employees  in  case 
employees  sustain  injuries  or  are  killed  while 
rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to  this  com 
pact,  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same 
terms  as  if  the  injury  or  death  were  sus 
tained  within  such  state.

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“The  compact  administrators  may  request 
the  United  States  Forest  Service  to  act  as 
the  primary  research  and  coordinating 
agency  of  the  South  Central  Interstate  For 
est  Fire  Protection  Compact  in  cooperation 
with  the  appropriate  agencies  in  each  State, 
and  the  United  States  Forest  Service  may 
accept  the  initial  responsibility  in  prepar-!

The  PRESIDING  OljMCER.  Is  there 
objection  to  the  presen^onsideration  of 
the  resolution? 

Mr.  HENDRICKSON.  Mr.  President, 
may  we  have  an  expianatiom^f  the  reso¬ 
lution? 

Mr.  McCarthy.  I  shall  b\  glad  to 
make  an  explanation. 

This  is  the  case  of  Leon  J.  Kamiftk  On 
January  15,  1954,  at  Boston,  K^s., 
Kamin  testified  before  the  investi^t- 
ing  committee  that  he  was  a  researc 
assistant  at  Harvard.  He  admitted  thaf 
he  had  been  a  member  of  the  Commu¬ 
nist  Party  from  November  of  1945  until 
January  of  1946.  He  said  he  dropped 
out  and  rejoined  the  party  in  1947  and 
remained  a  member  of  the  Communist 
Party  until  1950.  He  admitted  that  he 
was  a  paid  functionary  of  the  Commu¬ 
nist  Party,  and  that  his  name  in  the 
Communist  Party  was  Leo  Soft,  which 
name  he  used  while  writing  articles  for 
the  Daily  Worker. 

On  eight  different  occasions  Kamin 
refused  to  answer  questions  concerning 
the  identity  of  other  individuals  he  knew 
to  be  Communists  and  who  were  em¬ 
ployed  in  handling  classified  defense 
work  for  the  United  States  Govern¬ 
ment. 

He  did  not  invoke  the  fifth  amend¬ 
ment.  In  other  words,  he  said,  “Yes;  I 
was  a  Communist  from  1945  to  1946  and 
from  1947  to  1950.  I  knew  other  Com¬ 
munists  worked  in  handling  classified 
Government  work.” 

We  asked  him  to  name  them,  and  he 
refused  to  do  so.  He  did  not  invoke  the 
fifth  amendment.  If  he  had,  I  believe 
he  would  not  have  been  subject  to  cita^ 
tion  for  contempt. 

On  two  occasions  he  declined  to  afh- 
swer  on  the  grounds  of  good  conscitfnce, 
under  the  first  amendment.  On  the 
other  occasions  he  merely  refnsed  to 
answer,  invoking  the  privile^  of  no 
amendment  to  the  Constitxi^n  what¬ 
soever.

The  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  would  be  au¬ 
thorized  to  act  as  primary  research  and 
coordinating  agency  and  to  make  recom¬ 
mendations  with  respect  to  the  regional 
fire  plan.  The  Department  has  indi¬ 
cated  that  this  would  not  require  addi¬ 
tional  direct  Federal  expenditures.

The  compact  reads  as  follows : 

“South  Centr.vu  Interstate  Forest  Fire  Protection  Compact 

“article  I 

)  “The  purpose  of  this  compact  is  to  promote  effective  prevention  and 
control  of  forest  fires  in  the  South  Central  region  of  the  United  States 
by  the  development  of  integrated  forest  fire  plans,  by  the  maintenance 
of  adequate  forest  fire  fighting  services  by  the  member  states,  by 
providing  for  mutual  aid  in  fighting  forest  fires  among  the  compacting 
states  of  the  region  and  with  states  which  are  party  to  other  Regional 
Forest  Fire  Protection  compacts  or  agreements,  and  for  more  adeipiate 
forest  development. 

“article  II 

“This  compact  shall  become  operative  immediately  as  to  those 
states  ratifying  it  whenever  any  two  or  more  of  the  States  of  Arkansas, 

Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas  which  are  contiguous 
have  ratified  it  and  Congi’ess  has  given  consent  thereto.  Any  state 
not  mentioned  in  this  article  which  is  contiguous  with  any  member 
state  may  become  a  party  to  this  comjiact,  subject  to  apjiroval  by 
the  legislature  of  each  of  the  member  states. 

“article  III 

“In  each  state,  the  state  forester  or  officer  holding  the  equivalent

Jidministrator  for  that  state  and  shall  consult  with  like  officials  of 
the  other  member  states  and  shall  implement  cooperation  between 
such  states  in  forest  fire  prevention  and  control. 

“The  compact  administrators  of  the  member  states  shall  organize 
to  coordinate  the  services  of  the  member  states  and  provide  admin¬ 
istrative  integration  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  compact. 

“There  shall  be  e.stablished  an  advisory  committee  of  legislators, 
forestry  commission  representatives,  and  forestry  or  forest  priKliicts 
industries  representatives  which  shall  meet  from  time  to  time  with 
the  compact  administrators.  Each  inemher  state  shall  name  one 
member  of  the  Senate  and  one  member  of  the  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives,  and  the  Governor  of  each  member  state  shall  appoint  one  repre¬ 
sentative  who  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  state  forestry  commis¬ 
sion  or  comparable  official  and  one  representative  who  shall  be  asso¬ 
ciated  with  forestry  or  forest  products  industries  to  comprise  these  stat.  783. 
membership  of  the  advisory  committee.  Action  shall  be  taken  by  68  stat.  784. 
a  majority  of  the  compacting  states,  and  each  state  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote. 

“The  compact  administrators  shall  formulate  and,  in  accordance 
with  need,  from  time  to  time,  revise  a  regional  forest  fire  plan  for 
the  member  states. 
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“It  shall  be  the  duty  of  eacli  member  state  to  formulate  and  i)ut 
in  effect  a  forest  fire  plan  for  that  state  and  take  such  jueasures  as 
may  be  necessary  to  intejn’ate  such  forest  fire  plan  with  the  regional 
forest  fire  plan  formulated  by  the  compact  administrators. 

“.\RTICLE  IV 

“Whenever  the  state  forest  tire  control  agency  of  a  member  state 
requests  aid  from  the  state  forest  fire  control  agency  of  any  other

with:  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  relieving 
any  person  from  liability  for  his  own  negligent  act  or  omission,  or 
as  imposing  liability  for  such  negligent  act  or  omission  upon  any  state. 

“All  liability,  except  as  otherwise  provided  hei'einafter,  that  may 
arise  either  under  the  laws  of  the  requesting  state  or  under  the  laws 
of  the  aiding  state  or  under  the  laws  of  a  third  state  on  account  of  or 
in  connection  with  a  request  for  aid,  shall  be  assumed  and  borne  by 
the  requesting  state. 

“Any  member  state  rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to  this  compact 
shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  member  state  receiving  such  aid  for  any 
loss  or  damage  to,  or  expense  incurred  in  the  operation  of  any  equip¬ 
ment  answering  a  request  for  aid,  and  for  the  cost  of  all  materials, 
transportation,  wages,  salaries,  and  maintenance  of  employees  ancL 
equipment  incurred  in  connection  with  such  request:  Provided,  Tha^ 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  jirevent  any  assisting  member  state 
from  assuming  such  loss,  damage,  expense  or  other  cost  or  from  loan¬ 
ing  such  equi])ment  or  from  donating  such  service  to  the  receiving 
member  state  without  charge  or  cost. 

“Each  member  state  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  compensa¬ 
tion  and  death  benefits  to  injured  employees  and  the  representatives 
of  deceased  employees  in  case  employees  sustain  injuries  or  are  killed 
while  rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to  this  compact,  in  the  same 
manner  and  on  the  same  terms  as  if  the  injury  or  death  were  sus¬ 
tained  within  such  state. 

“For  the  purposes  of  this  compact  the  term  employee  shall  include 
any  volunteer  or  auxiliary  legally  included  within  the  forest  fire 
66  stat.

Service  to  act  as  the  primary  research  and  coordinating  agency  of 
the  South  Central  Interstate  Forest  Fire  Protection  Compact  in  coop¬ 
eration  with  the  appropriate  agencies  in  each  state,  and  the  United 
States  Forest  Service  may  accept  the  initial  responsibility  in  preparing 
and  presenting  to  the  compact  administrators  its  recommendations 
with  respect  to  the  regional  fire  ])lan.  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  Forest  Service  may  attend  meetings  of  the  compact  adminis¬ 
trators. 

“article  viii 

“The  provisions  of  Articles  IV  and  V  of  this  compact  which  relate 
to  mutual  aid  in  combating,  controlling  or  preventing  forest  fires  shall 
be  operative  as  between  any  state  party  to  this  compact  and  any  other 
state  which  is  party  to  a  regional  forest  fire  ])rotection  compact  in 
another  region :  Provided,  That  the  legislature  of  such  other  state 
shall  have  given  its  assent  to  such  mutual  aid  provisions  of  this 
compact. 

“article  IX 

“This  compact  shall  continue  in  force  and  remain  binding  on  each 
state  ratifying  it  until  the  legislature  or  the  Governor  of  such  state 
takes  action  to  withdraw  therefrom.  Such  action  shall  not  be  effec¬ 
tive  until  six  months  after  notice  thereof  has  been  sent  by  the  chief 
executive  of  the  state  desiring  to  withdraw  to  the  chief  executives  of 
all  states  then  parties  to  the  compact.”
